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Review  of  the  1929  Football  Season 


With  the  return  of  twelve  lettermen,  and  the  hardest  schedule  ever  faced 
by  a  Blue  and  Gray  eleven,  grid  followers  predicted  a  great  season.  Their 
prophecy  was  not  in  vain.  Coaches  Skidmore  and  Alexander  quickly  placed  an 
all-star  team  on  the  field  that  would  do  credit  to  any  high  school.  One  touch- 
down was  allotted  Salisbury,  Columbia  of  the  sister  state,  and  Greensboro- 
Columbia  managed  to  eke  out  a  close  victory  to  give  Wildcat  stock  a  iolt.  Even 
stars  can  improve,  but  it  was  a  great  feat  the  powerful  Blue  and  "Gray  line 
accomplished  by  proving  themselves  as  insurmountable  bulwark  in  the  next 
seven  games,  including  battles  with  the  Smoky  City  of  Knoxville  and  the  Tech 
Smithies  of  Atlanta.  In  the  meantime,  the  backfield  was  giving  opponents  a 
merry  chase.  Decisive  games  were  won  from  Shelby,  Knoxville  and  Winston- 
Salem. 

Then  came  the  game  of  games  with  Tech':  and  the  Smithies,  after  a  great 
battle  that  dedicated  the  new  field,  lost  by  a  narrow  margin.  Asheville  was 
visited  in  her  mountain  stronghold,  and  last  year's  defeat  avenged.  High  Point 
was  met  and  routed  in  the  game  that  gave  the  Wildcats  the  right  to  meet  Golds- 
boro  for  the  State  title. 

The  much-vaunted  Earthquake  of  Goldsboro  went  the  way  of  all  other 
1  ar  Heel  teams  when  they  faced  the  fierce  Wildcat  eleven,  and  were  defeated  in 
the  final  game  at  Chapel  Hill  by  one  of  the  largest  scores  rolled  up  in  recent 
times.  ^ 

A  page  in  local  athletic  history  was  added  when,  after  the  momentous 
struggle  in  Chapel  Hill,  civic  organizations  of  Charlotte  and  Miami  became 
enthused  over  the  abilities  of  their  respective  teams  and  arranged  a  post  season 
game.  1  he  full  squad  then  journeyed  to  sunny  Florida  as  a  partial  reward  for 
their  great  record.  Here,  although  the  Wildcats  tasted  defeat  for  the  second  time 
during  the  year,  the  North  Carolina  champs  upheld  their  playing  fame  as  the 
greatest  team  in  Central's  history,  and  one  of  the  most  powerful  teams  in  the 
South.

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Review  of  the  1929  Basketball  Season 


The  jinx  that  has  pursued  championship  hopes  of  Charlotte  High  in  bas- 
ketball since  the  founding  of  this  institution  won  out  again  this  year,  in  spite 
of  the  greatest  aggregation  of  Wildcat  cage  stars  ever  assembled.  Only  three 
losses  out  of  eighteen  encounters  is  their  enviable  record. 

With  Captain  Jim  McCachren,  ex-captain  Dave  McCachren,  Harold 
Villas,  Frank  Alexander  and  "Goat"  Hatcher  from  last  year's  basketeers,  and 
Sam  Bell,  whose  reputation  was  already  established  in  "Y"  basketball,  Coach 
Skidmore  began  his  plans  for  the  1930  campaign.  His  combination  excelled  in 
all  departments  of  play,  and  had  the  fighting  spirit  that  goes  with  the  champion 
of  champions. 

The  Davidson  Frosh  were  encountered  in  two  practice  games,  and  al- 
though they  were  marked  up  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  ledger,  the  expert  ball- 
handling  of  the  Charlotte  cagers  excited  much  jubilation  among  the  Wildcat 
followers.  When  Dave  McCachren  was  found  to  be  ineligible  on  account  of 
studies,  Snooks  Aitken  stepped  into  the  breach  and  saved  the  day.  It  was  this 
team  that  went  through  the  conference  schedule  without  a  defeat,  rolling  up 
for  the  western  half  state  championship  a  string  of  fourteen  consecutive  vic- 
tories, including  a  win  over  the  South  Carolina  champs,  Spartanburg,  and  one 
over  the  strong  prep  quint  from  Porter  Military  Academy  of  Charleston. 

At  last  Charlotte's  dream  of  a  State  title  in  basketball  seemed  a  reality. 
But  some  power  allowed  the  Wildcats  to  taste  a  bitter  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Durham,  and  the  Blue  and  Gray  hopes  for  the  coveted  crown  were  again 
doomed  to  disappointment.  Spectators  who  witnessed  the  game  at  the  "Hill" 
will  never  forget  the  "action"  that  followed  this  bid  for  the  title. 

Enough  credit  cannot  be  given  to  Coach  "Skid"  and  the  greatest  quint  ever 
to  represent  Central,  McCachren  and  Co.,  or  to  the  lads-who-ran-up-the-score- 
enthusiastically,  led  by  Snot  Fort — Goat  Hatcher,  Bobby  Graham  Maurice 
Peabody,  Henry  Meachem  and  Jim  Barnhardt.

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Review  of  the  1929  Baseball  Season 


Graduation  deprived  the  Wildcat  diamond  experts  of  hopes  for 
a  title-contending  nine;  but  this  taken  into  consideration,  Coach 
Skidmore  and  Captain  Tom  Wood  managed  to  lead  the  Charlot- 
teans  into  spasmodic  streaks  of  limelight.  The  big  trouble  with  the 
Wildcats  was  their  inability  to  win  games  at  home.  This  little  dis- 
play of  temperament  was  characteristic  of  their  work  through  the 
entire  season. 

The  play  was  built  around  the  brilliant  twirling  of  Captain 
Wood,  and  the  sensational  little  shortstop,  Sam  Bell.  Each  player, 
however,  is  due  a  full  share  of  the  honor  for  the  performance  of  the 
1929  edition  of  the  Charlotte  High  baseball  aggregation,  for  the 
slugging  of  such  players  as  Tom  Gadd,  Joe  Funderburk,  Cliff 
Myers  and  Harold  Villas  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 

After  losing  two  straight,  the  Wildcat  nine  hit  its  peak  when 
it  upset  the  dope  bucket  to  soundly  trounce  the  Monroe  outfit,  who 
had  been  going  great  guns,  by  a  seven  to  two  score.  Then  the  Char- 
lotteans  were  forced  from  the  elimination  series  by  their  loss  of  a 
hectic  battle  to  Norwood. 

Although  the  Wildcats  did  not  advance  to  any  great  height  in 
the  State  pennant  chase  or  make  any  other  material  record,  they 
played  the  game  fair  and  square,  as  tradition  dictates  to  a  team  repre- 
senting the  Blue  and  Gray  of  Charlotte  High.

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Review  of  the  1929  Track  Season 


The  hopes  of  the  Queen  City  trackers  for  a  championship  took 
a  rise  when  it  was  learned  that  "Doc"  Barrett  was  to  place  his  hand 
at  the  helm.  Last  year  business  necessitated  "Doc's"  giving  up  his 
work  with  the  cindermen,  and  as  a  result  the  string  of  seven  State 
titles  that  was  ours  was  broken,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  Coach 
Skidmore. 

An  early  call  was  made  for  the  track  candidates  by  "Doc"  and 
his  assistants,  Galen  Elliot  and  Francis  Byrd,  signifying  to  those 
well-versed  in  track  lore  that  rough  sledding  was  ahead  if  the  title 
was  to  be  brought  back  home  to  the  Barretmen. 

The  first  meets  showed  the  Wildcat  trackers  had  profited  by 
the  early  call;  they  looked  to  be  pick  of  Tarheelia.  In  the  State  Meet 
they  proved  it  by  winning  from  all  other  comers  by  a  safe  margin 
to  take  the  N.  C.  State  Track  Championship.  The  habit  of  touring 
to  Maryland  for  the  South  Atlantic  Meet  was  broken  when  Captain 
Mullis  and  Mates  decided  to  broaden  their  field  of  conquest  and  enter 
the  Dixie  Relays  at  Chattanooga.  The  Dixie  Relays  is  the  Southern 
Championship  Meet,  and  all  the  praise  in  the  world  is  due  "Doc," 
his  assistants,  and  the  trackers  for  placing  second. 

Some  of  the  high  spots  of  the  year  were:  the  sensational  weight- 
heaving  of  Captain  Oscar  Mullis — at  Chattanooga  this  husky  set 
the  record  in  the  discus;  Clan  Evans's  record-breaking  440  at 
Greensboro,  time  52:4  (did  not  count  since  run  was  not  at  Chapel 
Hill)  ;  and  the  beautiful  form  of  Jay  Woodside  and  Squirrel  Lam- 
beth in  their  races — "the  bobbing  head  and  stagger  stride."
